blage was cosmopolitan an d en thusi­ 
astic. Crowded in the great ballroom 
of the Waldorf-Astoria. they toasted 
the Brookly n ex plorer an d listen ed a t­ 
ten tively to his recital in the form of 
an after-din n er address. 
Amon g those at the tables were ex ­ 
plorers, some of whom kn ew the dan ­ 
gers an d sufferin g o f -the Arctic zon e 
almo st as well as Dr. Cook himself. 
Men o f scien ce were there also , but 


the ex plorer addressed himself pri­ 
marily to the great majority of his 
hearers, whose in terest in polar con ­ 
quest has but lately been aroused by 
the clamor of the world over the two 
reported achievemen ts. 
The address 
was n ot techn ical. 
He ex pressed 
than ks for the hon or accorded him, 
reviewed the history of man ’s en deav­ 
or to attain the pole, paid tribute to 
the loy alty of John R. Bradley , the 
man whose mon ey en abled him to un ­ 
dertake 
the 
ex pedition ; 
an swered 
briefly a few charges that have been 
made again st him, an d reiterated that 
he un furled the flag at the pole on 
April 21, 19 08. 
Comman der Peary ’s 
n ame he did n ot men tion , ex cept at 
the en d of his speech, when he said: 
“There is glory en ough for all.” Then 
it was that Peary ’s n ame min gled 
with those of other ex plorers to whom 
he referred with reveren ce. 
Dr. Cook appealed to his hearers to 
accept his n arrative of his journ ey to 
the polo 
as he has seen fit to give it 
so fa^. “It is as complete as the pre­ 
limin ary reports of an y previous ex ­ 
plorer,’’ he 
said. 
“Heretofore such 
eviden ce has been taken with faith 
an d the complete record was n ot ex ­ 
pected to appear 
for y ears.” 
Dr. Cook en tered the hail at 8 
o’clock on the arm of Rear Admiral 
Schley . He did n ot pause to greet old 
frien ds or to meet n ew on es, but walk­ 
ed directly to his seat while the guests 
cheered wildly .
